Tuesday evening at the criminal 


court room a good sized audience at­ 


tended the meeting held by the Mis­ 
souri Fire Prevention a 
celation. 
Mayor F. L, Ludeman^^resided as 
chairman and called the session to 
order. 
In a few preliminary remarks 
relative to the work of the associa­ 
tion he introduced the first speaker 
of the evening. John Wk 
Herd, of 
Kansas City, vice president of the 
association. 
Mr. Herd, in opening his address, 
asked for co-operation of all business 
men and property owners in taking 
precautions to lessen fire losses and 
lower insurance rates. 
The .speaker 
announced that numerous represent- 
itives of various insurance companies 
were in the city, at a conisderable 
expense, and that their visit was sole­ 
ly for the purpose of betterjopvnt of 
existing conditions. 
Mr. Herd expressed regret I hat ill­ 
ness prevented Charles G. Revelle, 
insurance commissioner, from being 
present 
to 
make the principal ad­ 
dress and then introduced Mr. Harry 
Nelson, of the state insurance de­ 
partment. 
Mr. Nelson in bis 
remarks 
gave 
facts that aroused no little interest 
Minong bis hearers. 
He spoke of tre­ 
mendous losses iii various parts o* 
fhe country in recent 
years, 
and 
he assertion that during the past 
two years losses from fire in the 
Knifed States would pay th? entire 
cost of the Panama canal. 
He stated further that In Missouri 
alone the losses totaled about 
$10. 
900.000 a year.’ In comparison with 
fire losses iii America aud Europe. 
he said that the losses in the foreign 
country averaged about 32 cents per 
•apita. while In the Tinted States the 
* * 
t 
- 
amount averaged about $3.50. 
Mr. Nelson cited conditions through 
reports made by inspectors on vari- 


uls buildings, some of which are con­ 
sidered- very hazardous. 
The reports 
showed that iii many cases basements 
were found to contam much inflam­ 
mable material, and 
vacant 
rooms 
were also found in like condition. 
Gasoline is reported to be kept in 
several basements, and fire Laps are 
said to be numerous by accumulation 
of waste, straw, palier, leaves and 
other accumulations in gratings. 
De­ 
tective electrical wiring is said also 
to be noticeable at different places 
visited. 
Mr. Nelson advocated strongly the 
appointment of a state fire marshal, 
and said that public sentiment would 
demand that the 
next 
legislature 
take up the creation of such an of­ 
fice. 
Mr. Herd. who has had experience 
as a fin man in Chicago and Milwau­ 
kee, told of difficulties experienced in 
fighting fires of consequence* and of 
conditions existing in 
those 
cities 
following appointment of lire mar­ 
shals. 
Mr. Herd suggested that Se­ 
dalia was in need of a modern lire 
alarm 
a lte r n , 
which 
would 
afford 
better protection to the business dis­ 
trict against fire. 
John 
Bush spoke briefly relative 
to ordinances of the city as to fire 
•protection, and 
called 
attention 
to 
the need of ail ordinance covering 
automobile garages 
and an »ther re 
garding lire escapes on buildings. 
It is probable that a meeting will
